W ASHINGTON (A P )— The Senate Judi­ 
ciary Committee today approved the nomina­ 
tion of Earl Warren, former Republican gov­ 
ernor of California, to be chief justice of the 
United States. 


By a vote announced as 12 to 3, the com­ 
mittee recommended Senate confirmation of 
Warren’s nomination, submitted by President 
Eisenhower last Jan. 11. 


The committee’s action on the nomina­ 
tion, taken behind closed doors, was preceded 
by the dramatic arrest of a witness, Roderick 
J. Wilson, accused of being a fugitive from 
justice.

Ray Strong, creator of the con­ 
troversial “Spiral to Freedom” dis­ 
play at the M arin Art and G ar­ 
den «how two yeara ago, got a 
verbal dressing down in absentia 
yesterday before the County Board 
of Supervisor«. 


County Clerk George Jones in­ 
troduced the subject by reading a 
letter from Strong. Altnough the 
letter was addressed to Jones per­ 
sonally. the county clerk noted, he 
had refrained from replying “be­ 
cause it is none of my business.” 
Strong’s letter, printed In full 
in Saturday's Independent-Jour- 
nal, accused county officials of 
“neglect” in connection with the 
storage and preservation of the 
costly "Story of Man and Nature 
of Marin County” exhibit. 


DeLIRLE REFLIER 
County Auditor Leon deUsle, or­ 
dinarily a m ild-m annered man, 
responded to Strong« accusations 
with what for deLisle was strong 
language. 


“Mr. Strong." said deLisle. "Is 
In error in the idea th a t county 
departm ents should not be allowed 
to make use of the display m ate­ 
rials" 


DeLisle 
aald 
he had 
advised 
County 
School 
Superintendent 
Wallace Hall th a t the exhibit was 
In atorage and th at it* m aterials 
wera available for school use. Hall 
subsequently selected several An­ 
sel Adams photos to decorate the 
school superintendent’s offices. 
O ther portions of the exhibit, 
principally plywood 
panels, be­ 
came shelve« at the old county 
office building on Lincoln avenue 
in San Rafael. “It was just lum- j 
ber and the county shouldn’t have 
to pay storage on lumber,” deLisle 
commented. He added th a t when 
some portions of the display “of 
esthetic value” were earm arked for 
shelving, he ordered them pre­ 
served in storage. They repose at

DISPLAY BATTERED 
DeLisle noted th at the display 
had 
been 
considerably battered 
and dissipated in moving and stor­ 
age. presumably while under the 
control of Strong.

charges, said ceLisle. 


“Mr Strong seems to feel it is 
his own personal project—on a fee 
basis. And I cannot go along with 


th at.” declared deLisle. Strong, he 
recalled, was “well paid” for hi* 
work on the project and its m ate­ 
rials should be available for county 
use. Board Chairm an William D. 
Fusselman recalled th a t last year 
the county offered to let the Art 
and G arden show make use of ajiy 
part* of it they cared to. 


The Supervisors finally agreed 
to seek an inventory of the m ate­ 
rials of the display and ask Strong 
for a blueprint and model as a 
means of knowing how to recon­ 
struct the display.

Probe Mail Order Insurance 
As Ike's Health Plan Pends

SITUATIO N N O R M A L 


Hearings on "mail order insurance” begin 
tomorrow before the Senate Judiciary Com­ 
mittee. Among other things, insurance com­ 
pany representatives are to be asked about 
complaints on aspects of health insurance 
policies. 
Some complaints arise because policy hold­ 
ers find, unexpectedly, that certain diseases 
and operations are excluded 
(perhaps in 
fine t\pe in the policv). The companies reply 
that some exclusions (as for pre-existing ill­ 
ness or condition) are necessary for keeping 
costs within reach of most families. 
The 
companies also say that exclusions would be 
understood if only the policv holder would- 
read his polio. 
1 here are complaints that certain com­ 
panies refuse to renew policies tor persons 
who have become aged or chronicadlly ill. 
The companies replv that sound insurance 
practice requires a distinction between good 
• nd bad risks. 
Some pet sons causing health insurance are 
surprised to find that it does not remunerate 
them completelv for medical, surgical or hos­ 
pital 
expense. 
Labor 
organizations 
and 


others argue that full coverage would en­ 
courage steps to prevent siikness and allow 
a familv to budget adequately for medical 
expense*. 
However, insurance companies and most 
medical societies maintain that a certain 


amount of outlay for minor medical expen­ 
ses should be considered as inevitable as 
taxes. 
It is argued also that when a person 
has to pay at least some of the costs of ill­ 
ness, malingering and other abuses are held 
to a minimum. 
The Senate committee undoubtedly will 
throw the spotlight on both sides of these 
apparent conflicts in interests. Vet the prob­ 
lem of the high cost of sickness remains. It 
is an extremely serious problem for the in­ 
dividuals directly concerned. 
Therefore we applauded when President 
Eisenhower came forth with his health pro­ 
gram. 
Briefly, the President proposed that 
the federal government set up a reinsur­ 
ance program of special risks of private and 
non-profit health insurance plans, a plan 
similar to the federal reinsurance of private 
bank deposits up to $10,000. 
It would use 
the nation’s credit to backstop the privately- 
operated plans, rather than the public’s cash 
to solicialize medicine. 
The result would 
be broadened protection to more families 
at lower cost. In addition, protection would 
be prov.ided against costs of prolonged ill­ 
nesses and expensive treatment. 
These are things for which we all would 
strive. 
The 
administration’s 
reinsurance 
hills should be introduced in Congress soon 
and should receive support of both Repub­ 
licans and Democrats.

riding NATO and the North At­ 
lantic Treaty, Sen. Wiley was 
the only prominent Republican 
foreign 
policy 
spokesman 
to 
voice prompt and public dissent. 
Later the President gently dis­ 
agreed with Taft. 
When acting Senate Majority 
Leader William Knowland ap­ 
proved Syngman Rhee’s release 
of prisoners held by South Korea 
for the UN blamed President Ei­ 
senhower for the breach with 
Rhee and encouraged Rhee to 
resume the war if he wanted to, 
Sen. Wiley took the floor of the 
Senate the next day to counter 
the damage 
which Knowland 
had done to the truce negotia­ 
tions. 


AFTER SEN. BRICKER of­ 
fered his amendment last year 
to 
reduce 
the 
treaty-making 
power of the federal government, 
there were weeks on end when 
Wiley was virtually the only 
senator, Republican or Democrat­ 
ic, who lifted his voice in the 
Senate to stem 
the 
onrushing 
tide of pressure and propaganda 
for it. 
Because Sen. Wiley stood out 
against three strong Republican 
personalities, he ran serious po­ 
litical risks. Despite the fact that 
he was defending the Adminis­ 
tration —> or because of it — he 
began to be punished by his own 
party in his own state. He didn’t 
buckle under the pressure. 


TO REN. TAFTS "go it alone” 
Cincinnati speech, Sen. Wiley 
gave this reply: 
“The enemies of that Ameri­ 
can boy who lies in th at tomb 
(like Unknown Soldier) would 


like nothing better for us than 
to 'go it alone.’ They would like 
nothing better for us than to lose 
all hope th at Western Europe can 
be successfully defended. They 
would be delighted if we were to 
lose faith in the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization and in the 
U.N. 
“We will honor America’s dead 
best by preserving unity among 
the living. We know, as Lincoln 
knew% 
th at 
‘a

against itself cannot stand.’ The 
free world's house cannot stand 
if it pays heed

would split it in twain — wit­ 
tingly or unwittingly.” 


SHORTLY THEREAFTER the 
Wisconsin Republican state con­ 
vention passed a resolution con­ 
demning Sen. Wiley for his sup­ 
port of “a bipartisan foreign 
policy” and warned him “to heed 
its words.” 
To Sen. Knowland’s uncritical 
Indorsement of everything Syng­ 
m an Rhee was doing, Sen. Wiley 
replied: 
“I want to express the firm 
view that President Rhee is do­ 
ing his nation, his allies, the 
United Nations, as a whole, and 
the cause of world peace — infi­ 
nite damage by his continued 
reckless attitude.” 


ON THE BRICKER amend­ 
ment, while the President was 
w-aiting to make up his mind 
and while Secretary Dulles was 
waiting, Sen. Wiley was leading 
a lone and what appeared to be 
a losing battle against the plan 
to curb the treaty-making au­ 
thority of the federal govern­ 
ment. 
It wasn’t evident then that the 
President was going to take any 
strong stand personally. Wiley 
kept speaking from the floor of 
the Senate, kept sprinkling the 
Congressional Record with his 
considered 
arguments 
against 
the Amendment. At the end of 
the session, by showing th at he 
would insist upon lengthy debate 
of such an 
important 
matter, 
there is good reason to believe 
th at he, more than anyone else, 
succeeded in postponing the vote 
at a time w'hen support for the 
Amendment* in its most restric­ 
tive form was at its peak. 


PRO-BRICKER Wisconsin Re­ 
publicans tried to take Wiley out 
of the play by threatening him. 
They got the Republican party 
of Wisconsin formally to “cen­ 
sure the senior senator for his 
failure to actively support the 
Bricker amendment and insist 
that he reconsider his stand.” 
They didn’t know their man. 
Sen. Wiley may be taking po­ 
litical risks but he is standing 
by his convictions. He is doing 
battle boldly on the great issues, 
as he sees them, and he is often 
standing up for the Administra­ 
tion even when the Administra­ 
tion doesn’t always seem ready 
to stand up for itself.

State Bought $450,000 L.A. Building 
Now Neither Uses Nor Rents It 


SACRAMENTO (CNS) — The 
story of how the state purchased 
a building in Los Angeles 
for 
$450,000 some five years ago, and 
never has used the property for 
any practical purpose, has come 
to light as the result of an In­ 
quiry into lease practices of the 
state department of finance. 


The departmental practices are 
subject to the inquiry as the re­ 
sult of some digging by Assem­ 
blyman Glenn Coolidge of Santa 
Cruz county, who started asking 
questions concerning a proposed 
lease of a part of the Times-Mir- 
ror Building in Los Angeles. 


THE NEVER-USED structure 
is the Class A, steel and concrete 
Fashion League Building at Sec­ 
ond and Hill streets in the south­ 
ern city, which the state pur­ 
chased in October, 1949. 


While the purchase price was 
$450,000, 
the state apparently 
got a bargain when it bought 
the structure, for three apprais­ 
als judged it to be worth $487,- 
500, $477,500 and $480,500 re­ 
spectively. Feeling th at the cost 
was too high, the state con­ 
demned the building, and went 
to court, where the value was 
set at $450,000. This sura was 
paid to the “333 W. Second St. 
Corp.,” which owned the build­ 
ing John M. Stahl was president 
of the 
corporation, 
and 
Ben 
Vantress, 
attorney 
and 
vice- 
president. 


DURING THE 1951 session of 
the state legislature, a bill was 
introduced requesting permission 
for sale of the structure. 
However, this item was carried 
in an omnibus bill, and was de­ 
leted, so the state never has had 
permission from the legislature 
to sell the property, despite the 
fact it has not been used.

ture have appropriated funds to 
remodel 
the 
structure, 
which 
now totals $1.300,000. So far, the 
money has not been used and 
will revert to the general fund 
unless re-appropriated by the 
1954 budget session of the legis­ 
lature. 


Officials of the state depart­ 
ment of finance, asked why the 
state never had put the building 
to use, said that they believed 
for the most part, it was “iner­ 
tia.”

WASHINGTON (U.R) — Congres­ 
sional testimony revealed yester­ 
day th at nearly half the 590 se­ 
curity risks “separated” from the 
State Department last year trans­ 
ferred to other government agen- 
I cies. 
It also confirmed previous re­ 
ports that 11 of the 590 were fired 
for “pro-Communist activities or 
association.” Seven of these cases 
were initiated during the Truman 
administration. 
Scott McLeod, the department's 
security-personnel chief, supplied 
this information at a secret hear­ 
ing of a House 
Appropriations 
Subcommittee Jan. 25. The testi­ 
mony was made public yesterday.

Welcome Budget Balancer 


Whiting, slim, silvery fish with [ 
a delicate flavor, are so plentiful 
now that you’ve probably seen 
them in your grocer’s frozen food 
cabinets or in your fish dealer’s 
display case. And perhaps you’ve 
wondered how to serve them, be­ 
cause they’re so inexpensive they 
will prove a welcome budget-bal- 
ancer these days, when most pro­ 
tein foods are a strain on the pock- 
etbook. Whiting usually is sold 
frozen, pan-dressedi which means 
whole, but cleaned). 


However, you * may be able to 
buy the single fillets of whiting or 
the butterfly fillets (which means 
cut away from the backbone but 
held together by the uncut under­ 
side of the^ fish. 


In preparing either type of fillet, 
you may use any recipe for fish 
fillets. For the whole, dressed whit­ 
ing, broil them with vegetables for 
a meal-on-a-platter, like this:

Mrs. Harding McPhun of 
Greenbrae learned a recipe for 
fondu, which she calls “Fondu 
de French« Comte,” from two 
French friends she met while 
skiing at Sugar Bowl. 
The 
friends were Mr. and Mrs. 
Jean Jacque La gras. Mr. Lag- 
ras is one of the ski instruc­ 
tors at Sugar Bowl. The recipe 
became a favorite of Mrs. Mc- 
Phun’s, 
and she has been 
serving it ever since. Here are 
her instructions. 
V4 pint white wine, on the 
dry side 
Clove of garlic 
6 eggs 
Vi lb of grated Gruyere 
cheese 
2 oz. of butter 
Ground black pepper, salt 
Put the wine and chopped 
clove of garlic in a saucepan 
and cook until the wine is re­ 
duced by half. Strain and let 
cool. In a bowl, beat the eggs, 
* add cheese, butter, pepper, and 
salt. 
Stir in the cooled wine and 
pour 
the 
mixture 
into an 
earthenware 
or other 
fire­ 
proof dish and stir over a low 
fire until it forms a creamy 
mass, but in no way resembl­ 
ing scrambled eggs. 
Serve at once in the pan in 
which it has cooked. Give 
each 
person 
two 
or 
three 
sticks of French bread and 
pour over some of the Fondu, 
or dip the sticks into the mix­ 
ture. It’s sufficient for 4 or 5 
people. 
Mrs. McPhun says “I serve 
a hardy salad, wine, and garlic 
French bread with this. For 
dessert I like buttered apples 
and hard sauce.” 


Welsh Rabbit 
For Show Off 
Cooking 


A Welsh Rabbit lends itself to 
show-off cooking. If 
you’re 
the 
pround possessor of 
a 
chafing 
dish, you can bring the ingredients 
to the living room and cook the 
“rabbit” with ceremony before the 
eyes of guests. 
But, if you don’t own a chafing j 
dish and want to serve the tangy 
cheese in an equally impressive 
manner, consider a grilled welsh 
rabbit. For this, the cheese and 
beer are blended to smoothness in i 
a double boiler, then the mixture . 
is poured into a shallow casserole 
and broiled only until the top is 
bubbly and lightly browned. 
For easy, help-yourself service, 
set the casserole on a large plat­ 
ter and surround it with toast tri­ 
angles. Of course, the classic and 
only beverage that really belongs 
with welsh rabbit is zesty beer. A 
green salad also is an essential ac­ 
companiment.

(Makes 4-6 servings) 
1 tablespoon butter 
1 pound aged Cheddar or sharp 
processed cheese, grated or

REFRESHER COURSE IN THE ART 
OF BOILING HARD, SOFT EGGS 


First and foremost in egg cookery is: always cook slowly 
with low to moderate heat. Eggs cooked in the shell should 
never be boiled. High temperatures toughen protein. Eggs be­ 
come thickened or solid at temperatures from 149 degrees to 
176 degrees so a boiling temperature of 212 degrees is not need­ 
ed to cook them. 


Cold water start is recommended for both soft and hard- 
cooked eggs. Use enough cold or lukewarm water to come at 
least V4 inch above the tops of the eggs. Set pan on burner and 
turn on heat; bring to boiling point. 


For soft cooked eggs, turn off the heat and hold eggs in 
hot water from 2 to 4 minutes. 


For hard-cooked eggs, place eggs in cold water, bring to 
boiling point, turn off heat and cover; hold 15 minutes. 


When cooking four or more eggs, hold water at simmering 
.temperature 4 to 6 minutes. 


EGG SANDWICHES 
Now that we’ve properly hard-cooked some eggs, let’s make 
up 2 batches of sandwich .fillings, using yolks for one and 
whites for the other. 


Blend hard-cooked egg yolks with 2 tablespoons melted 
butter or margarine, 1 tablespoon French dressing, V4 teaspoon 
prepared mustard, 1 teaspoon Worcestershire and a pine of 
salt. Fills four sandwiches. 


Mince 6 hard-cooked eggs white; blend with 2 tablespoons 
pickle relish, 2 tablespoons minced green pepper, 4 cup mayon­ 
naise and a pinch of salt. Fills eight sandwiches.

Test New Method 


For Removing Scars 


CHICAGO (U.R) — A new method 
of removing scars through the use 
of a revolving stainless steel wire 
brush has been developed by a 
New York doctor. 


The new technique, called “plas­ 
tic planing,” is reported to be far 
superior to sandpapering. 
The 
technique makes use of an instru­ 
m ent known as the “K urtln Plas­ 
tic Planer” which was invented 
by Dr. Abner K urtin. 
The m achine uses a stainless 
w ir| brush, shaped in a disc form 
similar to a dentist's buffer, which 
revolves at 12,000 r.pm . The pa­ 
tient’s face is first cooled by a liq­ 
uid in a plastic bag for about 15 
minute«. After the chilling of the 
skin, the skin is sprayed with a lo­ 
cal anesthetic (ethyl 
chloride). 
The whole face can be planed in 
10 minutes. 
K urtin says the operation has 
developed to the point where it 
can be simply and safely done as 
an office procedure. The “before

SACRAMENTO 0P\— Assembly­ 
man Thomas W. Caldecott (R- 
Berkeley) yesterday proposed a 14- 
point code that would give persons 
attacked at legislative hearings a 
chance to confront and cross- 
examine their accusers. 
The rules, which Caldecott said 
he had been considering for sev­ 
eral months, also would prohibit 
one-man hearings. 
TO TESTIFY 
Caldecott, chairman of the Ways 
and Means Committee, proposed 
that anyone who feels witnesses 
or committee members have de­ 
famed or injured his reputation 
be allowed: 
To appear before the committee 
and testify under oath. 
To confront and cross-examine 
his accusers. 
To present witnesses in his own 
behalf. 
The Berkeley assemblyman said 
he would ask his committee to 
adopt the rules. He said he hopes 
that the program eventually will 
be adopted by both houses of the 
Legislature.
